Gordon's  dream  comes  true  at  Co-Lin

While  growing  up  in  Natchez,  Earl 
Gordon  always  dreamed  of  being  a  cos- 
metologist. Today  he  is  living  that  dream 
by  co-owning  "Shear  Magic"  beauty 
salon  in  his  hometown. 

After  graduating  from  North  Natchez 
High  School,  Gordon  enrolled  in  the 
welding  program  at  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College's  Wesson  campus  in 
1981 .  At  that  time  he  was  required  to  at- 
tend Related  Reading  Classes  because 
he  was  very  deficient  in  communication 
skills,  especially  reading.  Mrs.  Kay  Ray- 
born,  his  reading  instructor,  says  that 
Gordon  talked  little  when  in  class  and 
seldom  looked  anyone  in  the  eye  when 
talking  to  them.  "He  seemed  to  have  a 
poor  self-concept  and  little  self-confi- 
dence; he  just  wasn't  motivated  to 
learn,"  she  adds. 

Gordon  finished  welding  school  and 
began  working  in  1982.  He  still  was  not 
satisfied  with  what  he  was  doing  and  felt 
that  welding  was  not  for  him.  He  remem- 
bers stopping  to  stare  at  the  cosmetolo- 
gy classes  on  his  way  to  welding  class- 
es. Cosmetology  was  still  what  he 
wanted  to  do. 

In  1983,  Gordon  returned  to  Co-Lin 
and  enrolled  in  the  cosmetology  pro- 
gram. Gordon's  reading  ability  was  still 


low,  but  before  long  he  began  to  really 
get  interested  in  improving  his  reading 
skills.  He  seemed  to  enjoy  learning  in 
general.  "I  knew  that  this  was  really 
what  I  wanted  to  do.  I  wanted  to  try  hard 
for  myself,"  says  Gordon. 

Gordon  states  that  at  first  classes 
were  hard  and  he  didn't  know  if  he  could 
make  it.  Mrs.  Faye  Hill,  his  cosmetology 
instructor,  claims  that  Earl  Gordon  was 
one  of  the  best  students  she  has  taught. 
"He  was  polite  and  mannerly  and  tried 
hard,"  she  said. 

Gordon  says  the  easiest  thing  he  did 
was  to  pass  the  Mississippi  State  Board 


of  Cosmetology  Exam.  By  doing  so,  he 
finally  captured  the  dream  he  had  held 
since  childhood.  Gordon  passed  the  ex- 
am with  ease  even  though  his  father 
was  having  open  heart  surgery  on  the 
same  day. 

By  the  time  Gordon  graduated  from 
Co-Lin's  cosmetology  program,  he  had 
made  a  complete  personality  change. 
He  had  also  increased  his  reading  level. 

He  became  co-owner  of  his  own 
salon,  a  long-time  dream.  His  is  a  real 
success  story  and  credits  his  success 
to  the  attention  he  got  at  Co-Lin.

1986-87  was  another  banner  year  for 
honors  won  by  Copiah-Lincoln  students. 

The  football  team,  defending  state,  re- 
gional and  East  Bowl  champions, 
reached  the  junior  college  playoffs  be- 
fore bowing  to  Northwest  for  a  second 
time  during  the  season.  Coach  Ray 
Ishee's  Wolves  posted  a  9-2  record. 

Both  basketball  teams  reached  the 
state  and  regional  tournaments  before 
bowing  out.  Coach  Mike  Jones'  Wolves 
completed  a  22-9  season  as  defending 
Region  23  champs.  Johnny  Steptoe, 
leading  scorer  and  rebounder  for  the 
Wolves,  was  named  to  the  first  team,  Ail- 
American,  and  he  participated  in  the 
NJCAA  Basketball  Game  in  Midland, 
Texas.  Coach  Gwyn  Young's  Lady 
Wolves  posted  a  19-10  overall  record. 

The  track  team  won  its  second  con- 
secutive state  championship  title  in  late 
April.  Ray  Ishee  and  Charles  Sutton 
coached  the  team. 

The  tennis  team,  coached  by  Mike 
Mclntyre,  defending  Region  23  champs, 
saw  Amy  Russell  winning  the  women's 
singles  state  title,  Steve  Hartzog  finishing 
second,  and  two  others  reaching  the 
finals.

Terry  works  for  peanuts

For  56  years  John  Terry's  life  has  been 
peanuts. 

Known  throughout  this  area  as  "the 
peanut  man",  the  soon-to-be  85-year-old 
Terry  can't  even  begin  to  estimate  the 
number  of  peanuts  he  has  sold  since 
1931. 

He  does  not  have  any  plans  to  retire 
from  this  business  of  selling  boiled  and 
roasted  peanuts  at  football  or  basketball 
games,  a  weekly  cattle  auction,  or  on  the 
streets  of  Hazlehurst. 

Selling  peanuts  came  about  almost 
accidentally,  though. 

While  employed  as  a  telegraph 
operator  at  Poultry  Telegraph,  he  began 
selling  ice  cream  during  the  hours  he 
was  off.  "Mr.  Ben  Middleton  came  to 
town  selling  boiled  peanuts.  I  would  buy 
a  dozen  bags  of  his  peanuts  for  35  cents 
and  would  re-sell  them  for  5  cents  a  bag, 
making  about  3  cents  on  each  bag. 
Since  that  went  well,  I  began  to  buy 
green  peanuts  and  started  to  boil  and 
sell  my  own,"  he  states. 

That  was  1931  and  Hazlehurst's  John 
Terry  has  continued  to  supply  peanuts 
for  area  activities  since.  He's  sold 
peanuts  at  Copiah-Lincoln,  Hinds,  and 
Southwest  Junior  Colleges  for  the  past 
26  years. 

Terry  credits  himself  with  the  idea  of 
selling  concessions  at  high  school  foot- 
ball games  "catching  on  like  wildfire."  In 
1936  he  had  been  selling  his  peanuts  at 
Newell  Junior  High  in  Jackson  when  the 
president  of  the  Young  Business  Men's 
Club  approached  him  about  the  idea  of 
selling  other  "goodies"  at  the  games. 
One  night  Terry  recalls  being  stopped  at 
the  gate  where  he  had  to  pay  a  fee  to 
enter  and  sell  his  peanuts.  The  indus- 
trious young  businessman  had  ventured 
on  the  idea  of  selling  soft  drinks,  candy, 
popcorn,  and  even  ice  cream.  "That's 
when  concession  selling  at  football 
games  really  caught  on  like  wildfire," 
Terry  says. 

Way  back  56  years  ago  Terry  sold  his 
now  famous  bags  of  peanuts  for  two  for 
a  nickel.  That's  changed  with  the  years, 
however,  as  the  peanuts  have  gone  from 


a  nickel  to  a  dime  a  bag  to  three  for  a 
quarter  to  the  present  fifty  cents. 

He  buys  his  green  peanuts  directly 
from  local  farmers  but  continues  to  pur- 
chase the  parched  or  roasted  peanuts 
from  a  Jackson  distributor. 

Even  the  prices  he  pays  wholsale  has 
changed  drastically.  At  first  he  paid  $1  a 
bushel  to  as  high  recently  as  $28  a  bush- 
el. But  price,  age,  or  the  years  haven't 
stopped  John  Terry. 

For  a  big  football  game  he  boils  from 
two  to  four  bushels,  which  can  be  a  full- 
day's  job  in  preparing  for  the  games. 
Now  one  or  two  people,  including  a 
nephew,  help  him  sell  with  the  familiar 
"Peanuts!  Peanuts  for  sale"  echoing 
throughout  the  stadium.  Years  ago  Terry 
had  six  to  eight  boys  selling  for  him.  He 
would  give  them  a  penny  from  each 
dime  bag  sold.  "They  were  glad  to  get 
the  penny.  A  dollar  was  really  a  lot  to 
them  back  then,"  he  said. 

Terry,  who  shared  honors  at  Co-Lin's 
homecoming  as  one  of  two  oldest  alumni 
attending  activities,  went  to  Rockport 
High  School,  but  transferred  to  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Agricultural  High  School  for  his 
senior  year  in  1922-23.  He  completed 
some  post-graduate  courses  here  in 
1924,  four  years  before  the  creation  of 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College. 

In  1925  he  attended  Southern  Tele- 
graph Institute  in  Union,  Georgia,  and 
subsequently  held  positions  with  West- 
ern Union  in  three  Florida  locations,  but 
upon  his  mother's  death  in  March,  1927, 
he  came  home  and  took  a  position  with 
Western  Union  in  Jackson,  then  Pass 
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Christian,  and  Newport,  Tenn.  as  mana- 
ger. Christmas  that  year  saw  him  back  in 
Hazlehurst  as  Western  Union  manager, 
but  fate  hit  with  the  Great  Depression 
and  his  job  stopped.  He  went  to  the  fami- 
ly farm  and  worked  until  1931  when  Mrs. 
Grace  Ramsey  gave  him  the  job  at  Poul- 
try Telegraph  where  he  worked  during 
the  busy  vegetable  season.  While  work- 
ing for  the  WPA  in  1942,  Illinois  Central 
Railroad  hired  him  as  a  telegraph 
operator  and  ticket  clerk,  where  he 
faithfully  worked  from  1942  until  his 
retirement  in  1968  in  various  locations, 
the  last  in  Brookhaven.  "I  enjoyed  my 
career  with  the  railroad,  meeting  people 
and  teaching  young  men  and  women 
about  operating  the  telegraph,"  he  adds. 

His  memories  of  his  days  at  Co-Lin  are 
sharp.  He  sadly  recalls  when  the 
women's  dormitory  burned  in  1922  and 
he  was  among  the  men  students  paid  a 
dime  an  hour  to  help  reconstruct  the 
dorm.  He  fondly  retells  stories  of  early 
Co-Lin  leaders,  Russell  Ellzey,  who  was 
superintendent;  J.  M.  Ewing  and  F  M. 
Fortenberry,  all  later  presidents  of  the 
college;  and  of  a  Mr.  Pittman,  his 
agriculture  teacher.  He  recalls  one  Hallo- 
ween Night  incident  in  which  the  entire 
men  populace  was  penalized  for  their 
pranks. 

He  recalls  the  Depression  and  the  pur- 
chase of  his  first  car  in  1936,  an  A-Cycle 
Ford,  then  building  a  home  for  his  wife 
and  children  in  1939,  purchasing  another 
car  in  1947  after  World  War  II. 

He  and  his  wife,  the  former  Marion  C. 
Thompson  of  Rockport,  will  celebrate 
their  60th  anniversary  on  September  24. 
Mrs.  Terry  worked  for  35  years  for  the 
State  Board  of  Health  as  a  county 
registry. 

They  are  parents  of  two  children,  John 
Marion  and  Billie  Jo,  both  Co-Lin  gradu- 
ates. John  is  a  pharmacist  in  Green- 
wood, Ark.,  and  daughter  Billie  Jo  lives 
with  her  husband  in  the  Netherlands. 
Terry  points  out  with  pride  to  his  five 
grandchildren,  including  one  who  is  a 
former  member  of  the  Blue  Angels,  and 
to  his  four  great-grandchildren. 

His  parents  were  the  late  Sally 
Beasley  and  William  Tobe  Terry  of  near

Laniers,  Smith  tour  Ru

U.S.S.R.  .  .  .  The  Soviet  Union  .  .  . 
Russia.  Just  the  word  frightens  people. 
It's  a  world  unknown  to  us.  Unfamiliar. 
Unwelcoming.  Not  a  place  where  many 
of  us  are  dying  to  spend  our  vacation. 
It  is  easy  to  understand  why  people  do 
not  visit  there.  With  all  of  the  people  try- 
ing to  defect  from  Russia,  why  would 
anyone  want  to  get  in? 

Two  instructors  here  at  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Junior  College  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  visit  Russia  during  the 
Christmas  holidays.  Mrs.  Jane  A.  Smith 
and  Dr.  Phyllis  Lanier,  along  with  her 
husband,  Dr.  Lauren  Lanier,  spent  nine 
days  in  the  Soviet  Union.  They  re- 
ceived college  credit  for  the  trip  which 
was  part  of  a  course  offered  by  the 
University  of  New  Mexico.  The  touring 
group  was  sponsored  by  the  Profes- 
sional Seminar  Consultants,  Inc.  of 
New  York  City.  Seventy-nine  educators 
from  all  over  the  United  States  toured 
Russia.  The  trip  was  subsidized  by  the 
Soviet  Union  of  Teachers. 

Approximately  one-third  of  the  group 
was  superintendents  of  education 
while  the  remaining  two-thirds  con- 
sisted of  teachers  from  all  levels  of 
education.  The  Laniers  and  Jane 
Smith  were  the  only  three  from 
Mississippi. 

The  group  prepared  for  the  trip  by 
reading  suggested  books  and 
magazines  about  Russia  and  discuss- 
ing it  with  knowledgeable  people. 
While  in  Russia,  the  group  was  re- 
quired to  meet  for  class  from  7:30-9 
a.m.  each  day.  The  classes  were  con- 
ducted in  the  basement  of  the  hotel 
where  the  educators  were  surrounded 
by  communist  propaganda. 

The  director  of  the  tour  was  Dr. 
Peggy  Ishler  of  Bowling  Green  Univer- 
sity in  Ohio.  Most  of  the  guides  were 
English-speaking.  Sonia,  the  tour  coor- 
dinator, was  of  Russian  descent  and 
had  attended  the  University  of  Moscow. 


The  purpose  of  the  visit  was  to  view 
the  Russian  educational  system  and  to 
promote  peace  and  understanding  be- 
tween the  two  countries. 

The  tour  consisted  of  visiting 
Moscow,  Leningrad,  and  other  parts. 
While  in  Leningrad,  the  teachers  met 
with  other  teachers  from  Russia. 
There,  they  shared  ideas  and  views  on 
education.  One  Russian  teacher  was 
asked  what  characteristics  are  essen- 
tial to  be  a  good  teacher.  She  stated, 
"A  good  teacher  must  have  a  good 
heart,  a  sense  of  wit  and,  above  all, 
competency  in  one's  field."  The  Soviet 
government  really  supported  this 
endeavor  between  these  two  groups  of 
teachers. 

While  in  Moscow,  the  U.  S.  teachers 
also  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  a 
pioneer  palace  school.  This  is  a  school 
found  in  each  district  that  students  at- 
tend during  the  holidays  or  after  they 
get  out  of  regular  school  each  day. 
These  schools  help  children  develop 
talents,  interests  and  hobbies  such  as 
crafts,  dancing,  and  playing  chess. 
More  importantly,  children  learn  to 
communicate  with  each  other  and  to 
become  more  sociable.  Older  students 
aid  the  other  students,  serving  as  role 
models  that  can  relate  to  them. 

The  students  are  divided  into  dif- 
ferent groups  according  to  their  age. 
The  Octoberists  are  7-10  year  olds, 
10-11  year  olds  are  the  young  pioneers, 
12-15  year  olds  are  the  middle 
pioneers,  and  the  15-18  year  olds  are 
the  senior  pioneers.  This  school 
develops  the  child  socially  but  from  the 
early  ages  begins  to  instill  the  ideas  of 
communism.  From  the  age  of  15-28, 
one  can  join  the  Kosmosol,  a  young 
communist  league.  They  learn  all 
about  communism  and  are  taught  to 
be  loyal  to  it.  After  the  age  of  28  a  per- 
son has  the  right  to  be  a  part  of  the 
communist  party  or  not. 

The  U.  S.  teachers  were  taken 
through  the  school  and  were  able  to 
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watch  them  in  their  different  activities. 
Some  members  of  the  group  took  the 
children  gifts  and  letters  from  children 
in  the  United  States.  This  begins  com- 
munication, similar  to  the  pen  pal 
system,  between  children  in  the  United 
States  and  in  Russia,  promoting  peace 
at  an  early  age. 

The  aim  of  the  Soviet  education  is 
termed  to  become  a  "new  Soviet  man". 
Children  are  taught  firstly,  to  have  love 
for  labor;  secondly,  patriotism;  thirdly, 
atheism;  and  fourthly,  collectivism. 
This  means  to  work  to  improve  the 
society  for  everyone  as  a  whole. 

Russian  high  school  graduates  have 
to  pass  rigorous  tests  to  be  accepted 
into  a  college.  As  a  result,  only  twenty 
percent  of  high  school  graduates  in 
Russia  attend  college.  It  takes  five 
years  to  receive  a  Russian  college 
degree.  Tuition,  along  with  books,  is 
free,  although  after  graduation,  the  stu- 
dent is  required  to  work  three  years  for 
the  government.  The  government  con- 
siders this  payment  for  the  children's 
education.  After  the  required  three 
years,  the  Russian  can  then  do  as  he 
likes.  Russian  parents  seem  to  have 
much  influence  on  their  children  as  to 
what  profession  they  should  enter. 

As  in  the  United  States,  the  Russian 
educational  system  has  problems  too. 
There  is  a  slight  problem  with  drugs  in 
the  schools,  although  the  Russians 
blame  this  on  outside  influence.  There 
is  also  a  problem  with  alcoholism.  This 
could  be  contributed  partly  to  the  fact 
that  Russians  take  pride  in  their  vodka 
and  most  Russians  drink  their  alcohol 
straight. 

Russians  would  like  to  see  their 
teachers'  salaries  raised,  their  cur- 
riculums  improved  and  teachers'  skills 
upgraded.  They  would  like  to  work  with 
dropout  students,  lengthen  the  school 
day  and  year,  and  place  more  em- 
phasis on  the  basics. 

Russia  is  undergoing  an  educational 
reform  much  like  Mississippi's.  They 
are  planning  to  add  kindergarten  in  the 


ssia  during  Christmas 


next  couple  of  years.  They  are  em- 
phasizing vocational  training  since 
most  of  the  students  do  not  got  on  to 
college.  The  Russians  are  trying  to 
balance  the  emphasis  between 
academics  and  vocations  providing 
unity  between  industry  and  education. 

The  Russians  are  very  family- 
oriented  and  families  playing  in  the 
snow  or  visiting  museums  is  a  familiar 
sight.  They  seem  to  also  place  much 
emphasis  on  culture.  Unlike  the  United 
States,  the  Russian  subway  system  is 
considered  cultural.  Many  statues  and 
items  of  art  can  be  found  in  the  sub- 
way tunnels.  There  is  absolutely  no 
grafitti,  everything  being  clean  and 
neat. 

Dr.  Lanier  and  Mrs.  Smith  also  had 
the  opportunity  to  sightsee.  They 
visited  the  Hermitage  which  was  the 
winter  palace  of  Peter  the  Great, 
shopped  in  Gum  department  store 
where  shops  are  designed  for  the  sale 
of  only  one  particular  item.  They  visited 
the  Kremlin  and  passed  by  the  KGB 
building.  They  attended  an  opera,  a 
ballet,  a  ballet  on  ice,  a  circus,  and 
folklore  dancing. 

There  are  nine  million  people  living 
in  Moscow,  15  republics,  139  different 
nationalities  in  Russia,  and  85  different 
languages,  the  main  language  spoken 
being  Russian.  There  are  11  time 
zones  and  it  takes  a  week  to  travel 
across  the  land. 

The  major  means  of  transportation 
are  small  cars,  trolley  cars,  the  subway 
and  trains. 

The  Russian  form  of  currency  is  the 
rubel,  which  equals  $1.40  in  American 
money.  Dr.  Lanier  and  Mrs.  Smith 
found  the  system  easy  to  understand. 
They  found  their  biggest  problem  to  be 
language.  However,  with  English- 
speaking  guides,  they  managed. 

Americans  are  taken  to  special 
shops  where  there  is  a  better  quality 


of  goods.  For  the  average  Russian, 
lines  are  long,  and  prices  are  higher  for 
a  lesser  quality  goods. 

Russians  are  not  allowed  to  have 
credit  cards  or  bank  accounts.  They  do 
have  banks  where  you  can  save  money 
with  a  very  low  interest  rate. 

For  the  duration  of  the  trip,  the 
weather  stayed  around  —27  degrees 
Celcius  or  15  degrees  below  zero 
Farenheit.  Dr.  Lanier  found  this  to  be 
one  thing  she  wasn't  comfortable  with, 
having  to  wear  seven  or  eight  layers  of 
clothing  to  stay  warm.  Another  thing  Dr. 
Lanier  wasn't  comfortable  with  was  the 
Russian  airlines.  Unlike  American 
airlines,  no  safety  precautions  were 
taken.  There  were  no  oxygen  masks  or 
other  safety  devices. 

Movies  are  available  in  Russia, 
although  most  are  for  children's  enjoy- 
ment. Movies  are  cheaper  during  the 
day  and  seats  closer  to  the  movie 
screen  are  more  expensive. 

Mrs.  Smith  and  Dr.  Lanier  had  the 
opportunity  to  try  several  new  dishes. 
Some  Russian  specialties  are  their 
vodka,  caviar  and  ice  cream.  They  both 
said  that  the  food  had  a  different  taste. 
They  ate  octupus,  smoked  salmon, 
black  bread,  lots  of  beef  and  borsht,  a 
beef  and  cabbage  soup. 

There  is  very  little  crime  in  Russia. 
Abortions  are  legal  and  are  free.  There, 


it  is  fashionable  not  to  have  children. 
Mrs.  Smith  found  the  hardest  thing  to 
accept  was  that  religion  was  not  stress- 
ed at  all. 

The  tour  was  during  the  Soviet 
Union's  Winter  Festival,  featuring 
Father  Frost  and  Snow  Fairy  bringing 
gifts  to  the  children.  Decorated  trees, 
similar  to  our  Christmas  trees,  are 
featured.  Christmas,  though,  is  not 
celebrated. 

They  enjoyed  a  troika  ride,  pulled  by 
horses  over  the  heavy  snowfall. 

Of  course  the  major  difference  was 
their  government  and  ours.  Theirs  is 
socialism  where  their  choices  are 
limited.  And  of  course,  ours  is 
capitalism  where  we  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  be  all  that  we  can  be. 

Mrs.  Smith,  Dr.  Lanier,  and  the  rest 
of  the  group  seemed  to  find  that  no 
matter  what  country  you  live  in,  or  what 
type  of  government  you  live  under,  peo- 
ple are  basically  the  same  with  the 
same  hopes,  dreams  and  goals. 

The  tour  group  found  that  the  Rus- 
sians are  afraid  and  wary  of  our  world 
as  we  are  of  theirs.  However,  they  want 
to  be  friends  with  us.  As  the  group,  Mrs. 
Smith  and  Dr.  Lanier  discovered, 
understanding  through  travel  is  the 
best  passport  to  peace.

English  Club  inducts  Dr.  J.  R.  Hamilton 
into  fifth  annual  Literary  Hall  of  Fame 


The  late  Dr.  J.  Roland  Hamilton  was  this 
year's  selection  for  the  fifth  annual  Literary 
Hall  of  Fame  induction  on  the  Wesson  cam- 
pus on  April  13. 

Dr.  Hamilton,  a  1933  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College  graduate,  visited  with  Mrs. 
Nancy  Dykes,  English  Club  advisor,  and 
members  of  the  English  Club  in  December 
before  his  death  in  early  January  of  this  year. 

A  teacher,  author,  and  scholar,  Dr. 
Hamilton  was  a  college  textbook  author,  an 
agricultural  engineering  expert,  and  a 
teacher  of  other  teachers. 

A  professor  emeritus  of  Mississippi  State 
University  at  the  time  of  his  death,  he  had 
spent  his  professional  life  involved  in  many 
accomplishments.  Upon  retirement  he  and 
his  wife,  Frances,  moved  to  Quitman. 

His  first  publication  was  "The  Human  and 
Natural  Resources  of  Copiah  County, 
Mississippi,"  published  by  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  Press  in  1947.  Additionally, 
he  authored  "Teaching  Techniques,"  re- 
leased by  Exposition  Press  of  New  York,  in 
1957;  "Using  Electricity  on  the  Farm,"  1959; 
"Using  Electricity,"  1971;  "Methodology  in 
Education,"  1978;  and  "Improving  Methods 
and  Techniques  of  Teaching,"  1983,  all 
published  by  Prentice-Hall. 

Dr.  Hamilton  co-authored  "Economics  for 
Modern  Agriculture,"  1965;  "Soil  Science," 
1965;  and  three  editions  of  "Teachers  Hand- 
book" for  the  Department  of  Agricultural 
Education  at  Mississippi  State  University 
and  the  State  Department  of  Education  in 
1962,  1965,  and  1968. 

A  consultant  for  Landscaping  for  Home 
Grounds,  his  articles  numbering  over  60  ap- 
peared in  such  journals  and  other  publica- 
tions as  The  Agricultural  Education 
Magazine,  Excellence,  American  Vocational 
Journal,  Mississippi  Educational  Advance, 
and  the  County  Vo-Ag  Teacher. 

Active  in  vocational  education  in 
agriculture,  Dr.  Hamilton  maintained  an  in- 
terest in  the  Future  Farmers  of  America  pro- 
gram throughout  his  life,  was  named  an 
Honorary  Lone  Star  Farmer  in  Texas  and  an 
Honorary  State  Farmer  in  Mississippi,  was 
a  member  of  the  FFA  Alumni  Association, 
served  on  the  National  FFA  Judging  Contest 
Committee  from  1957-65,  and  was  collegiate 
advisor  of  East  Texas  and  Mississippi  State 
Universities  from  1961-1976.  In  1967  he 
received  the  Distinguished  Service  Award 
in  Agricultural  Education,  Southern 
Regional  Association. 

Active  in  many  fields,  Dr.  Hamilton  held 
professional  memberships  in  nearly  25 
organizations,  including  having  served  as 
president  of  the  Texas  Teacher  Educators' 
Association  in  1959. 

Prior  to  his  retirement  from  MSU,  he  was 
professor  of  agricultural   and   extension 


education,  having  come  to  MSU  in  1961 
from  East  Texas  State  and  after  having 
previously  been  an  assistant  professor  of 
agricultural  engineering  and  education  at 
MSU  and  a  visiting  professor  at  Michigan 
State  University.  He  had  also  held  teaching 
positions,  with  various  titles,  at  Veterans 
Vocational  Center,  Long  Beach;  Mendenhall 
Agricultural  High  School;  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College  (1945-57);  Monticello  High 
School;  Hickory  Flat  High  School;  and 
Shelby  County  (Ala.)

numerous  state  and  regional  newspapers; 
a  researcher  on  federal  projects;  founder 
and  director  of  the  Northeast  Texas 
Agriculture  Development  Association, 
1958-61;  in  addition  to  other  positions  on 
boards,  committees,  and  publications. 

A  graduate  of  Union  Consolidated  High 
School  at  Hazlehurst  in  1931,  Dr.  Hamilton 
received  an  Associate  of  Arts  degree  in 
Liberal  Arts  from  Copiah-Lincoln  in  1933.  He 
obtained  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in

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State,  local  Economic  Councils  named 


H.  F.  McCarty  Jr.  of  Magee  has  been 
named  as  Copiah-Lincoln's  represen- 
tative to  the  State  Advisory  Council  for 
Economic  Development. 

The  newly-formed  statewide  council, 
chaired  by  former  Governor  William 
Winter,  has  one  representative  for  each 
of  the  state's  15  public  junior  colleges. 

McCarty,  who  was  chosen  secretary 
of  the  council,  is  chairman  of  the  board 
of  McCarty  Farms,  with  headquarters  in 
Magee  and  plants  in  Jackson  and 
Forest. 

Additionally,  a  local  Economic  Ad- 
visory Committee  has  been  named  by 
each  junior  college. 

Pursuing  the  Senate  Finance  Com- 
mittee's call  for  a  coordinated  statewide 
economic  development  plan,  presidents 
of  Mississippi's  public  junior  colleges 
met  with  state  business  and  political 
leaders  last  January  28  to  discuss 
strategies  for  economic  growth. 

Junior  college  presidents  had  already 
formed  the  Mississippi  Junior  College 
Economic  Development  Foundation.  Its 
private  sector  counterpart,  the  State  Ad- 
visory Council  to  the  Foundation,  was 
created  next.  Together  the  groups  are 
urging  the  creation  of  Resource  and 
Coordinating  Units  for  Economic 
Development  at  each  of  the  state's  15 
public  junior  colleges. 

The  centers  will  provide  industrial 
training  and  services  for  new  and  ex- 
panded industries,  training  and 
assistance  to  small  businesses,  en- 
trepreneurship  courses  and  workshops 
for  aspiring  businessmen,  cooperative 
education  and  job  placement  services 
for  students  and  local  citizens,  short- 
term  skill  programs  for  disadvantaged 
adults,  basic  adult  literacy  for  Mississip- 
pi's 700,000  non-high  school  graduates 
and  workplace  literacy  programs  for  a 
more  productive  work  force. 

Reid  Thorne,  president  of  the 
Mississippi  Junior  College  Economic 
Development  Foundation,  states,  "The 
real  basis  on  which  an  area  will  prosper 
depends  upon  its  people,  and  more 
especially,  upon  the  knowledge,  skills, 
attitudes  and  values  of  its  people.  The 
availablility  of  a  well  trained  and  produc- 
tive work  force  is  essential  to  industrial 
development  and,  thus,  to  economic 
development." 

William  Winter,  chairman  of  the  state 
council,   agrees.    He   explains,    "The 


statewide  network  of  the  junior  colleges 
lends  itself  to  developing  regional 
resources.  Already,  the  junior  colleges, 
in  partnership  with  the  State  Bureau  of 
Vocational  and  Technical  Education,  are 
the  major  delivery  system  for  industrial 
start-up  and  customized  training  for  new 
and  expanding  businesses  and  in- 
dustries." 

The  Mississippi  Junior  College 
Association  asked  the  Legislature  for 
$1.5  million  to  develop  the  resource 
centers  at  each  junior  college. 

The  need  is  evident,  according  to  the 
State  Bureau  of  Vocational  and 
Technical  Education.  Its  study  of  the 
past  three  years  found  that  junior  col- 
lege industrial  service  programs  train- 
ed 23,455  Mississippians  for  jobs 
through  187  training  programs  for  new 
industries,  49  training  programs  for  ex- 
panding industries,  and  351  retraining 
programs  for  existing  industries.

Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  of- 
ficials announce  the  establishment  of 
the  Hardy  Perritt  Award  for  Writing 
Excellence. 

The  family  of  the  late  Dr.  Henry  Har- 
dy Perritt  have  established  the  scholar- 
ship, which  is  open  to  contributions. 
The  family  has  also  contributed  funds 
for  the  purchase  of  a  personal  com- 
puter with  word  processor  capabilities 
for  usa  in  the  creative  writing  classes. 

Mr:?.  Edna  Earle  Crews,  instructor  in 
creative  writing  at  Co-Lin,  states,  "We 
are  grateful  to  Dr.  Perritt's  family  for 
remembering  him  in  this  manner.  The 
scholarship  will  aid  students  for  many 
years  to  come.  With  funds  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  personal  computer,  we  will 
now  be  able  to  perhaps  begin  setting 
up  a  writing  laboratory  that  will  be  an 
on-going  project." 

The  late  Dr.  Perritt  of  Whitehouse, 
Texas,  was  born  in  Copiah  County  in 
1918,  the  youngest  of  six  children  born 
to  F.  S.  and  Blanche  Perritt. 

At  the  age  of  four  he  began  school 
at  Oak  Ridge,  a  one-room  school  on 
the  Perritt  property,  built  by  his  father 
and  neighbors.  He  mastered  the  first 
grade  that  year.  In  1923  his  parents 
helped  develop  Centennial  School,  a 
four-room  building,  where  his  mother 
was  principal/teacher.  After  a  long  ill- 
ness, Hardy  returned  to  school  in 
1925-26  and  was  placed  in  the  sixth 
grade  and  in  1928,  at  age  10,  com- 
pleted the  eighth  grade.  He  enrolled  at 


Wesson  public  school  for  the  ninth 
grade  and  at  Copiah-Lincoln  High 
School  the  next  year.  At  Co-Lin  in  high 
school  and  junior  college  he  excelled 
in  academics  and  debate. 

Perritt  then  enrolled  at  LSU  Teachers 
College  with  majors  in  English  and 
political  science,  graduating  in  1938 
with  a  B.A.  degree.  That  year  he  mar- 
ried Margaret  Floyd  and  he  accepted 
a  teaching  position  at  Kosciusko,  later 
teaching  at  Monroe  and  Ouachita 
Parish  (La.)  High  Schools.  Both  then 
enrolled  at  LSU  and  received  master's 
degrees  in  1942. 

Perritt  became  a  speech  instructor 
and  director  of  student  teaching  in 
speech  at  LSU.  He  resigned  to  join  the 
Navy  and  served  until  the  end  of  World 
War  II.  He  also  was  on  active  duty  dur- 
ing the  Korean  War  and  was  active  in 
reserve  status  for  30  years,  retiring  with 
the  rank  of  Commander. 

Perritt  then  taught  speech  at  the 
University  of  Virginia  for  four  years  and 
resigned  to  attend  the  University  of 
Florida  and  received  his  Ph.D.  degree. 
He  became  a  professor  at  the  Univer- 
sity and  organized  their  first  English 
Language  Institute  for  Foreign 
Students. 

He  taught  three  years  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Alabama;  as  head  master  of  Bir- 
mingham University  School;  Miles  Col- 
leges in  Birmingham;  Oglethorpe  Col- 
lege in  Atlanta,  and  Texas  College  in 
Tyler. 


As  a  consultant  of  education  and 
communication  he  held  a  Fulbright 
professorship  in  Brazil;  a  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  position  with 
the  Little  Rock  Public  Schools;  and  an 
office  of  Economic  Opportunity  posi- 
tion in  Atlanta. 

Perritt  authored  a  high  school 
English  textbook  series,  "Com- 
municative Arts."  He  was  a  contributing 
author  to  "Oratory  in  the  Old  South 
1828-1860"  and  "Antislavery  and  Dis- 
union." His  dissertation,  "Robert  Barn- 
well Rhett— South  Carolina  Succes- 
sion Spokesman,"  is  on  microfilm  in 
the  Library  of  Congress.  He  wrote 
numerous  articles  for  professional  jour- 
nals on  rhetoric,  linguistics  and 
cybernetics.  He  also  served  as  book 
review  editor  for  the  Southern  Speech 
Journal  and  as  president  of  the 
Southern  Speech  Association. 

Two  children  were  born  to  Hardy  and 
Margaret  Perritt.  Hank  is  a  law  pro- 
fessor at  Villanova  University  and 
Peggy  is  a  systems  analyst  at  St.  Vin- 
cent's Hospital  in  Little  Rock,  Ark. 

Perritt  died  June  12,  1986,  the  day 
before  his  68th  birthday. 

Burlian  Walker,  director  of  develop- 
ment, public  information,  and  alumni 
affairs  at  Copiah-Lincoln,  states,  "We 
are  most  appreciative  to  Dr.  Perritt's 
family.  Contributions  to  the  scholarship 
may  be  sent  to  me  at  Co-Lin."
